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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1-6 and 11-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly 
anticipated by Chan et al. (Chan; US 6,600,821 B1 ; cited and applied for the first time). 

With respect to claims 1 , 2, 4-6, and 19-23, The entire patent to Chan plainly 
teaches the claimed features of "real-time" monitoring and analysis of "voice data" for a 
pattern of data corresponding to one or more predefined words or phrases and 
generating an alert to a supervisor upon detection of such words or phrases (see 
column 4, line 54 - column 5, line 25). 

With respect to claim 3, Chan plainly teaches providing the agent with the 
customer profile (information which is available to a system of the contact centre and 
which appears relevant to the data exchanged In the communications session) 

With respect to claim 1 1 , see column 4, line 57 (three-party connection). 

With respect to claims 12-14, see column 4, lines 1 - 4. 

With respect to claims 15-17, see column 5, lines 39 - 42. 
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With respect to claim 18, see column 5, lines 1 - 25 where it plainly teaches that 
a pattern match has been accurately detected. 

Conclusion 

3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Bohacek et al., Stuart et al., and Shambaugh et al. all teach 
aspects of monitoring and analyzing "voice data" patterns.
